THE TARIFF INCREASE ON BOOKS. 


THE most noteworthy change throughout the 
proposed tariff, introduced into the 55th Con- 
gress by Mr. Dingley, as chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, is the radical ‘‘ new 
departure” regarding books—a change discov- 
erable only on careful observation and com- 
parison. Hitherto books, engravings, photo- 
graphs, etchings, music and maps, more than 
twenty years old, publications of foreign gov- 
ernments, those containing scientific observa- 
tions, books and pamphlets ‘‘ printed exclu- 
sively in languages other than in English,” 
books and music printed in raised letters for 
the blind, those (not more than two copies) for 
educational institutions, those which have been 
household effects abroad, and professional 
books as tools of trade, have been upon the 
free list. By an easy stroke of the pen, all 
these are swept into the dutiable schedule, and 
although the entry in schedule M. reads ex- 
actly the same as in the McKinley bill, at 25 
per cent. duty, the situation is entirely re- 
versed. We have compared carefully the offi- 
cial copy of the bill, and there seems to be no 
question as to this surprising change. 

Publications of foreign governments and 
those containing scientific observations were 
carried from the dutiable to the free list by the 
Wilson bill of 1893; books, etc., in foreign 
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languages and printed in raised letters for the 
blind were carried from the dutiable to the 
free list by the McKinley bill of 1890; books, 
etc., more than twenty years old, those im- 
ported for the use of the United States of the 
Library of Congress, those (not more than two 
copies) for educational institutions, and those 
which have been household effects abroad, 
were included in the free list previous to 1890. 
The changes, it will be seen, are not only 
radical, but in some respects reverse the policy 
of the Government under the administrations 
of both political parties. 

This is scarcely a question of practical rev- 
enue or of the theory of free trade. The 
revenue will scarcely be appreciably increased, 
and wecannot manufacture old books, at least, 
in this country. There is already considerable 
protest in the daily press, and we believe the 
sentiment of the book trade will be generally 
against so comprehensive a change. 





THE DINGLEY TARIFF BILL. 


THE tariff bill presented to the House on the 
15thinst. by Hon. Nelson Dingley, Jr., chairman 
of the Ways and Means Committee, treats the 
subject of books, so far as the free list is con- 
cerned, in a most reactionary manner. While 
the tariff on ‘‘ books, including blank books of 
all kinds, pamphlets and engravings, bound 
or unbound, photographs, etchings, maps, 
charts and all printed matter not specially 
provided for,” is left at 25%, as in the McKinley 
and Wilson laws, the free list includes only 
‘*books, engravings, photographs, etchings, 
bound or unbound, maps and charts imported 
by authority or for the use of the United States 
or for the use of the Library of Congress.” 

None of the following provisions of the pres- 
ent law, which are those of the McKinley bill, 
with slight modifications, are included in the 
text of the Dingley bill: 

‘* Books, engravings, photographs, bound or 
unbound, etchings, maps, and charts, which 
shall have been printed and bound or manu: 
factured more than twenty years at the date of 
importation, and all publications of foreign 
governments, and publications containing ob- 
servations of scientific phenomena and the re- 
sults of scientific observations. 

‘* Books and pamphlets printed exclusively in 
languages other than the English; also books 
and musicin raised print, used exclusively by 
the blind. 

‘* Books, maps, lithographic prints, and charts 
specially imported, not more than two copies in 
any one invoice, in good faith, for the use of 
any society incorporated or established for 
educational, philosophical, literary, or religious 
purposes, or for the encouragement of the fine 
arts, or for the use or by order of any college, 
academy, school, or seminary of learning in 
the United States, subject to such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Treasury shall pre- 
scribe. 

‘‘ Books, libraries, usual furniture, and simi- 
lar household effects of persons or families from 
foreign countries, if actually used abroad by 
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them not less than one year, and not intended 
for any other person or persons, nor for sale. 

‘Professional books, implements, instru- 
ments, and tools of trade, occupation, or em- 
ployment, in the actual possession at the time 
of persons arriving in the United States, but 
this exemption shall not be construed toinclude 
machinery or other articles imported for use 
in any manufacturing establishment or for any 
other person or persons, or for sale.”’ 





BOOK CANVASSERS'’ STRIKE. 


ABOUT 150 of the 1000 or more local canvass- 
ers for subscribers to cheap periodical publi- 
cations, etc., on the instalment plan, went on 
strike onthe 15th inst. They are members of 
the Mutual Protective Art Association. They 
complain that their commissions are unjustly 
held back by certain firms which are members 
of the recently organized Subscription Book 
Publishers’ Association, which they charac- 
terize as ‘‘a trust formed for their oppression.” 
The principal firms in the Subscription Book 
Publishers’ Association are the North Amer- 
ican Weekly Publishing Company, Maurice 
Wolfer proprietor, No. 14 Clinton Place; the 
Excelsior Publishing Company, Emil Heyman 
proprietor, 4 St. Mark’s Place ;*the Empire 
Publishing Company, Oscar Mueller proprie- 
tor, 58 Clinton Place; and the Standard Pub- 
lishing Company, Rudolph Wachtel proprietor, 
21 Third Avenue, all of New York City. 

The strikers are known in the trade as ‘‘ hust- 
lers,” who sell ‘‘serials” which they call 
‘* high-class fiction and literature.” It appears 
from a statement by an officer of the publishers’ 
association, that the canvassers formerly re- 
ceived a commission of 10 per cent. on sub- 
scriptions as soon as orders were turned in and 
before the deliveries or any payments were 
made. It was found after a while that many 
bogus orders were turned in, and that the 
so-called publishers were being defrauded. For 
self-protection they organized the Subscription 
Book Publishers’ Association and resolved not 
to pay any more commissions on orders that 
were not verified or accompanied by money. 
Then the canvassers went on strike. They 
are holding meetings every day at the Café 
Central, in Second Avenue. 





THE OLD DUTCH RECORDS OF NEW 
YORK. 


THE City of New York is now having pub- 
lished the records of its municipal ancestor, 
Nieuw Amsterdam. These records have long 
been in the safe of the city librarian. They 
are in the original Dutch, but are accompanied 
by an English translation, both being in manu- 
script. The translation of the old Dutch 
manuscripts are being revised by Berthold 
Fernow, who has had considerable experience 
in translating from that language as keeper 
of the old Dutch archives at Albany. The 
Knickerbocker Press (G. P. Putnam’s Sons) 
will publish the records in six volumes and an 
index. 

_ These old records are of inestimable value 
in the study of the origin of the present City of 
New York. They go back to the days of Petrus 
Stuyvesant, and begin with the last day of 
May, 1647. Several attempts have been made 
to publish these records, but in every case the 


publications remained fragmentary. The first 
attempt to print the records was made in 1847 
by the Board of Aldermen of New York. Dr. 
O'Callaghan edited a translation for the city 
under Tweed's régime, the matter being actually 
put into type and then electrotyped. In some 
mysterious manner the plates disappeared and 
have never been heard from again. H. B. 
Dawson next began the publication of the 
originals and a translation of them in his 
Historical Magazine, but the publication was in- 
terrupted when Dawson died and his magazine 
was discontinued. When W. W. Pasko, the 
secretary of the New Yoik Typothete, began 
his magazine, Old New York, he made an at- 
sempt to print the records, but with the suspen- 
tion of the magazine all idea of continuing the 
publication of the records was also abandoned. 

On October, 1895, a committee was appointed 
to undertake the translation of the Dutch manu- 
scripts. After further delay, the manuscripts 
and the very unsatisfactory translation of them 
made some years ago were turned over to 
Berthold Fernow and the Knickerbocker Press 
about two months ago. 

The terms of the contracts with the reviser 
and publishers are as follows: Mr. Fernow is 
to receive $1800 for revising, reading proofs, 
etc. The Knickerbocker Press is to receive 
$4384.80 for publishing the records in 200 sets 
of six volumes each, and $502.64 for 200 copies 
of an index to the entire records, in a separate 
volume. These 200 sets are to belong to the 
city. A small margin is left for incidental ex- 
penses. By a further provision in the publish- 
ers’ contract, G. P. Putnam’s Sons must print 
100 additional sets to be sold to general buyers 
at $1.50 a volume; and if the Mayor shall re- 
ceive within 60 days after Jan. 13 ‘‘ acceptable 
orders” for more than I00 sets, the publisher 
must print such additional sets ‘‘upon the re- 
ceipt of these orders,”’ which will be sold at the 
same rate. After this, the printers can print 
as many sets, and sell them at such price, as 
they see fit. 

This time for ordering extra copies expired 
last week, and the Mayor had not received 
sufficient orders to justify him in calling fora 
larger edition of the records. Only the 100 
copies provided for general purchase, at the 
rate of $1.50 a volume, will, therefore, be 
printed. 

It will be seen that the city pays $5 a volume 
for a work that the general purchaser can get 
for $1.50 a volume. The Clerk of the Common 
Council, Mr. Ten Eyck, as well as others, had 
suggested that it would pay the city to turn the 
work over toa publisher and buy such copies 
as it might need. The value of these records 
will doubtless, it is said, produce a large sale, 
and several thousand sets can readily be dis- 
posed of. However, the Board of Aldermen 
considered that the city could afford to paya 
little dearer for the sets in order to secure a 
correct and creditable publication of the manu- 
scripts. 





BOOK PRODUCTION IN THE NETHER- 
LANDS FOR 1896. 


ACCORDING to Sijthoff’s ‘‘Alphabetische Boe- 
kenlijst” for 1896, the Netherlands produced 
last year new books and reprints and peri- 
odicals to the amount of 5366, 
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A TRIBUTE TO CHARLES SCRIBNER, Sr. 
BY JOHN H. DINGMAN. 


WE have just celebrated the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the founding of the house of Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. Its magnitude and impor- 
tance are strongly fixed in the minds of men to- 
day, but it is possible that a few thoughtless 
ones may believe that its greatness has 
been achieved without particular effort; that 
‘‘chance”’ has favored so repeatedly that its 
development has been a very easy matter. 

Nothing could be farther from the truth, and 
when the history of it shall be written—as, let 
us hope, it will be some day—it will be seenthat 
the house has reached its commanding position 
only because it has received constant and pains- 
taking care. 

You will understand, then, that should I en- 
deavor to meet your request for a history of 
the rise, progress, and development of it, my 
first effort would be directed towards defining 
the strong yet delicately displayed personality 
of Mr. Charles Scribner, Sr. 

In attempting to consider the matter, there- 
fore, my mind has been dwelling upon himand 
his ways and I have again realized, as often 
before, that from whichever point I view him, 
remembrances of absorbing interest arise and 
seek expression; but it is not likely that I can 
convey them adequately to the present genera- 
tion of booksellers. It may be, however, that 
the bare hints I give will wake echoes in the 
hearts of some old-time friends, and set them 
to picturing him as he wastothem. Certain 
it is that Charles Scribner, the founder of the 
house, lives in all that isseen here to-day. His 
lofty aims are present in fulfilment. The plans 
laid by him in earliest manhood as the basis of 
his business life, and upon which alone he 
sought for business successes, are here ex- 
emplified and matured. To those who knew 
him well this is a gratification and to those 
who have desired to carry forward his pur- 
poses it is of the utmost significance and value, 

It would be a matter of wonder, were the de- 
tails given, to see how the plans originated by 
him have been brought to completion upon a 
course easy and assured because so rationally 
and judiciously begun. 

It was evident from the first that Mr. Scrib- 
ner held a high ideal of his profession, and 
that he was resolved never to be content with 
less than the best literature for his imprimatur. 
It was because of this that his successes were 
so pronounced and that it became very early 
known that a book issued by him was sure to 
have intrinsic value. 

Circumstances sometimes open up avenues 
to the capable and afford them opportunities 
for the exercise of their talents, and they show 
their wisdom who avail themselves of these. 
Mr. Scribner constantly did this. 

He entered business when but twenty-five 
years of age, four years after Charles Dickens 
had visited this country and two years after the 
coming of Thackeray. These men represented 
distinct types in letters, were at the height of 
their fame, and were accorded brilliant recep- 
tions. The impressions they made upon the 
public were very deep, and the interest in liter- 
ature of every thoughtful man was quickened. 
The spirit of emulation also was excited, and 
those having to do with the publication of 
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books were stimulated to attempt the highest 
and best in their own field. 

Mr. Scribner, having graduated from Prince- 
ton, had entered upon the study of law at this 
time, and was later admitted to the bar. It is 
not difficult to conceive that the deep feeling 
aroused by the visit of these two authors led 
his mind into this new channel, and influenced 
him to think of entering the publishing busi- 
ness. 

Happily, he did so, for it proved a most con- 
genial field for his life-work and a delight to 
his authors, who always found association with 
him a source of great gratification. 

Unlike some successiul men of business, who 
from whatever cause are arbitrary, imperious, 
or dictatorial, Mr. Scribner had a most win- 
some personality. With a quiet, open face, but 
with a look sobered by thoughtfulness, he was 
easily approached by strangers, reciprocated 
their confidence with sympathy and helpfulness, 
and immediately won them to him by his own 
transparent worth and integrity. Thencefor- 
ward they were his steadfast friends and the 
champions of his interests. A marked case of 
this kind occurred very early. 

In 1846 Hon. J. T. Headley’s ‘‘ Napoleon 
and His Marshals” was published by Mr. 
Scribner and met with a pronounced success. 
Another publisher, watchful of this, sought to 
persuade Mr. Headley to permit him to pub- 
lish his next book, ‘‘ Washington and His Gen- 
erals,” stating untruly, as the event showed, 
that Mr. Scribner could not do it justice, etc., 
and offered him specially favorable terms in 
order to entice him away. Mr. Headley, after 
consulting Mr. Scribner, resolved to leave it 
with the latter, writing some years later, ‘'I 
was governed very much in my action by my 
high esteem and affection for Mr. Scribner, 
than whom a purer, nobler, juster man never 
lived.” He also added, ‘‘My impression is 
that my share of the profits for the first six 
months was fourteen thousand dollars, requir- 
ing a sale of between fifty and sixty thousand 
copies.” 

These facts speak for themselves, and are 
singularly impressive when it is remembered 
that they occurred during the first year of his 
business career. 

The traits of character which were exhibited 
in this transaction constantly showed them- 
selves in every phase of his after-life and were 
the source of much of the prosperity which 
came to him. His own sterling qualities, re- 
vealed all unconsciously, were none the less 
influential with others, and drew to him in de- 
lightful fe'lowship the choicest and most inter- 
esting men of letters. If they were willing to 
bring to him the productions of their minds, so 
also were they helped to new endeavors by his 
suggestions and favoring methods. 

Under a quiet exterior he had a breadth of 
view that was remarkable. When any matter 
was submitted to him he immediately showed 
a comprehension of the details of the subject, a 
ready insight into its future possibilities, and 
there came to him a definite outline of the 
points to be covered in order to insure success. 
The result was that he never undertook the 
publication of any volume that did not secure 
for him some one of the objects he sought to 
gain by its issue. If a volume was brought 
out because he felt sure it would bring a profit- 
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able return, enabling him to enlarge the scope 
and range of his business, many another was 
published because he saw that by it he could 
advance the cause of higher education or good 
morals, or supply a deficiency in a line of pub- 
lication not previously as strong in quality as 
it should have been. In the latter case he 
never allowed the question of its profitableness 
to sway him, but was only careful to secure 
the best outcome possible under the circum- 
stances. It is a further tribute to his sagacity 
to say that in hardly any instance did he incur 
a serious loss because of this. 

It is a trait honorable to man and creditable 
to his discernment that, despite his own defi- 
ciencies or lack of attainments, he renders 
ready homage to superior worth in another. 
Hence the world’s heroes and leaders. 

In another and grander sense, men show the 
greatest respect, when a character, serene in 
its simplicity and purity, is exhibited to them 
in the daily life of one of their number, whose 
elevation of thought and mind is so palpably 
genuine that it lifts and enhances their own. 
All men honor such purity and goodness in an- 
other. It was this latter feeling that Mr. 
Scribner continually inspired, and as a conse- 
quence he evoked from all, unqualified praise. 
And this in spite of himself, for he was wholly 
unconscious of any such personal merit as to 
call this forth. He strove simply, aimed to do 
his best, and then awaited the results with con- 
fidence. 

In the nature of things, under these circum- 
stances, Mr. Scribner’s business developed item 
by item ; no year being without its successes, 
and after a time he beganto plan more and 
more widely, that he might achieve the greater 
things he sought. To rightly illustrate this, 
many details should be given; but these prop- 
erly belong to a history and I pass them by 
here, merely referring the well-informed read- 
er to the fact that Mr. Scribner’s industry, 
enterprise, and sagacity are indicated fully 
enough for the present purpose by a survey of 
the names of the authors whom he introduced 
to the public and whose works he handled so 
successfully. Among them are many whose 
reputation is world-wide, such as Woolsey, 
Schaff, Hurst, Adams, the Alexanders, Guyot, 
Holland, Mitchell, Headley, Willis, Morris, 
Beecher, Brace, etc., etc., etc. These works 
brought renown to Mr. Scribner and fame 
to their authors, and proved of credit to 
American authorship—some for scholarship 
and others for their popular qualities. 

Perhaps no single act of Mr. Scribner’s had 
a more far-reaching importance than the pur- 
chase in 1858 of the large stock of imported 
books formerly handled by Bangs Brother & 
Co., and which the latter were compelled to 
relinquish because of the financial distress 
of 1857. This stock was large at the be- 
ginning, but in the cultivation of business 
from it, it has increased in value and impor- 
tance, and is a leading feature in the business 
to-day. 

As indicative of his broad views, as well as of 
his persistency under difficulties, until the de- 
sired result was reached, no more notable in- 
Stance can be given than his magazine. 
several years before he issued any, he was 
planning to issue one, expecting itto be the 
medium of reaching large circles of readers in 
a field otherwise new to him as a publisher of 
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books. The first attempt in this direction was 
made, therefore, in May, 1866, by issuing 
the initial number of the Hours at Home, un- 
der the editorship of Rev. Dr. J. M. Sher- 
wood. It continued four and a half years, 
completing nine volumes, but as it was fash- 
ioned on lines too staid and restricted it never 
met his views, and he expressed a determina- 
tion to make a change. He said: ‘‘I want to 
issue a magazine that is handsomely iliustrat- 
ed, beautifully printed, and that shall have as 
contributors the best writers of the day. I 
should like to make it different from any now 
published, and to reach also other classes of 
readers.” 

It took many months to prepare for it, but the 
initial number of the Scriéner’s Monthly was is- 
sued ‘‘ November, 1870,” with Dr. J. G. Holland 
as editor, assisted by Mr. R. W. Gilder. Again 
the well-laid plan bore fruit. Its success 
in accomplishing the aims in regard to it 
which Mr. Scribner announced is well known. 
He lived, however, but part of one year to wit- 
ness its popularity, and died at Luzerne, Switz- 
erland, in August, 1871. 

And now before closing this brief sketch, let 
me say awordmore. As Mr. Scribner planned 
carefully and worked sincerely to accomplish 
the noble desires he held in his mind and heart, 
so these efforts succeeded and came to their 
fulfilment, and there was reared a business 
which is a monument to his memory and a 
significant token of his personal worth. That 
to his honor and fame, for it was to the full all 
that he could do. 

What of the thereafter? 

In incapable hands all that which had been 
reared could have been scattered. The result 
of years of toil and the labor of love and devo- 
tion to high ideals could have been quickly 
wasted and brought to naught; but this has 
not been so. The heritage left in honor has 
been taken up by his sons. The high ideals so 
lifted up have not been lowered, and with 
equal diligence and faithfulness of labor the 
work is carried on with no abatement of prog- 
ress and with the ripest results in reward. 





COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
TEXT OF THE FAIRCHILD AMENDMENT. 


THE following is the text of the Fairchild 
amendment passed by the House February 9, 
by the Senate on March 3,and approved by the 
President the same day : 

An Act To amend title sixty, chapter three, of the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, relating to copy- 
rights. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That section forty-nine hun- 
dred and sixty-three of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States be, and the same is hereby, 
amended so as to read as follows: 

‘* Sec. 4963. Every person who shall insert 
or impress such notice, or words of the same 
purport, in or upon any book, map, chart, dra- 
matic or musical composition, print, cut, en- 
graving or photograph, or otherarticle, whether 
such article be subject to copyright or other- 


For | wise, for which he has not obtained a copy- 


right, or shall knowingly issue or sell any arti- 
cle bearing a notice of United States copyright 
which has not been copyrighted in this coun- 
try; or shall import any book, photograph, 
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chromo, or lithograph or other article bearing 
such notice of copyright or words of the same 
purport, which is not copyrighted in this coun- 
try, shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred 
dollars, recoverable one-half for the person 
wh» shall sue for such penalty and one-half to 
the use of the United States; and the importa- 
tion into the United States of any book, chro- 
mo, lithograph, or photograph, or other article 
bearing such notice of copyright, when there 
is no existing copyright thereon in the United 
States, is prohibited; and the circuit courts of 
the United States sitting in equity are hereby 
authorized to enjoin the issuing, publishing, or 
selling of any article marked or imported in 
violation of the United States copyright laws, 
at the suit of any person complaining of such 
violation: Provided, That this Act shall not ap- 
ply to any importation of or sale of such goods 
or articles brought into the United States prior 
to the passage hereof.” 

Sec. 2. That all laws and parts of laws in- 
consistent with the foregoing provision be, and 
the same are hereby, repealed. 





' OBITUARY NOTES. 


S. A. CLARKE, who for many years was a 
bookseller, and for the past few years was 
agent for the Century Co.’ssubscription books, 
died in Pittsburg, Pa., where he had lived and 
done business during most of his life, on Sun- 
day, March 7. Mr. Clarke was well known 
to the book trade, and his integrity and in- 
dustry recognized by all with whom he came 
in contact. 


THE Hon. Sir Edward Ebenezer Kay, Lord 
Justice of Appeal, died in London on the 16th 
inst. He was born in 1822, and was educated 
at Trinity College, Cambridge. He became 
authorized reporter in the Court of Lord Hath- 
erley,then Vice-Chancellor Wood, and published 
‘* Kay’s Reports,” and a part of ‘‘ Kay’s and 
Johnson’s Reports.” He became a Queen’s 
counsel in 1866, was appointed a Judge of the 
Supreme Court in 1881, was subsequently 
knighted and succeeded Sir M. Cotton asa Lord 
Justice of Appeal in 18go. 


PROFESSOR HENRY DRUMMOND died at Tun- 
bridge Wells, England, on March 11. For 
about a decade Professor Drummond enjoyed 
remarkable popularity as a writer upon relig- 
ious subjects. Hewas born in 1852 at Stirling, 
Sc otland, and educated at Edinburgh, and after- 
wards at Tiibingen. In 1879 he was appointed 
professor of natural history and science in the 
Free Church College, Glasgow. He travelled 
extensively in the interests of his special 
science in Africa and other foreign countries. 
In 1883 he published ‘‘ Natural Law in the 
Spiritual World,’’a book widely read on both 
sides of the Atlantic. ‘‘ Tropical Africa” was 
published in 1888, and reached its tenth thou- 
sand within the year. He delivered the Lowell 
lectures in 1893 which were issued under the 
title of ‘‘ The Ascent of Man,”’ and were trans- 
lated into many languages. Among his many 
writings may be specially mentioned ‘‘ Bax- 
ter’s Second Innings,” outlining a scheme of 
life based on a baseball match ; ‘‘ City Without 
a Church”; ‘‘ Greatest Thing in the World”; 
‘* Perfected Life”; ‘‘Talks with Boys,” etc. 
Professor Drummond was an earnest thinker 
and possessed a most fascinating style. Al- 
though of the Presbyterian faith and spiritual- 
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ly religious, he was inclined to liberal interpre- 
tation and often seriously troubled many of 
his orthodox opponents. 


JAMES JOSEPH SYLVESTER, the celebrated 
mathematician, died in London on the 1rsth 
inst. He was born in 1814 and was gracuated 
at Cambridge in 1837. He was professor of 
natural philosophy inthe University of London 
forsometime. In 1841 he accepted a professor- 
ship at the University of Virginia, at Char- 
lottesville, but did not remain there a year. 
Upon his return to England he became an 
actuary and was subsequently called to the 
bar. In 1856 he was appointed professor of 
mathematics at the Royal Military Academy at 
Woolwich, but did not succeed there. In 1876 
he was called tothe chair of mathematics at 
Johns Hopkins University, where, with able 
young mathematicians under his guidance, he 
made a brilliant success of the work, inspiring 
the class with his own enthusiasm and teach- 
ing the students how to make researches. He 
established the American /ournal of Mathe- 
matics, which still holds a prominent place in 
its field. In 1883 he returned to his native 
land, having been elected Savilian Professor of 
Geometry in the University of Oxford, and he 
greatly stimulated mathematical study and re- 
search there. He was a prolific contributor to 
French, English, Belgian, and Italian journals 
of a scientific nature, and published many me- 
moirs in the Royal Society’s transactions in 
Crelle’s Journal of Mathematics, in the Acta 
Mathematics,in London and Dublin, and in the 
Quarterly Journalof Mathematics, in the London 
and Edinburgh Philosophical Magazine, and in 
the Comptes Rendus of the Institute of France. 
In a volume entitled ‘‘ The Law of Verse,” he 
gave atheory of versification. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


Sir Lewis Morris has been persuaded by 
his publishers to make a one-volume selecticn 
from his works, which will be representative 
and is to be issued at a popular price. 


OscaR WILDE will be liberated next month, 
and will settle in Passy, France, and resume 
his literary work, under an assumed name. 
The managing editor of an important Paris 
paper, who was and remains an admirer of 
Wilde’s literary work, is ready to accept prose 
or poetry from him. 


ZOLA has lost his suit for infringement of 
copyright against the bookseller Laporte, who 
had printed a selection of the most ultra realis- 
tic passages in his works in a pamphlet called 
‘*Zola against Zola,” which was to be used as 
an argument against the novelist’s admission 
to the Academy. The court, however, ex- 
pressed its disapprobation of M. Laporte’s 
proceeding. 


Tue Authors’ Club will give a dinner at the 
Savoy, New York City, on Thursday, March 
25,in honor of Richard Henry Stoddard, who 
is an honorary member of the club. No poet 
now living has enriched American verse with 
more delicate fancy or greater purity of dic- 
tion. As the banquet committee well says: 
‘* While literature is of all countries, it is quite 
time that the quality of our own writers, of 
well-earned distinction, should be recognized 
publicly at home.” It is certain this dinner 
will prove memorable on account of the occasion, 
the speakers, and the interest. 
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BUSINESS NOTES. 


BosTon, MAss.—In the Municipal Court, be- 
fore Judge Dewey, on the 11th inst., a hearing 
was given on the charges of obtaining money 
on false pretences made against Benjamin O. 
Flower, former editor and treasurer of the 
Arena Publishing Company, and C. Seldon 
Smart, former business manager of the com- 
pany. The complaint is made by H. D. Camp- 
bell, of Lynn, Mass., and there are three 
counts, alleging the procurement of $2700 by 
the defendants. The alleged transaction on 
which the complaint was based was the pur- 
chase of Arena stock by Mr. Campbell. The 
latter is a bookbinder, and did considerable 
work for the Arena Company in binding books 
and magazines. Mr. Campbell said he bought 
$2200 worth of preferred stock, and at the time 
he made the purchase he alleges that Mr. 
Flower and Mr. Smart told him that the com- 
pany was not making renewals on notes, but 
was paying them at maturity. The complain- 
ant says that in fact renewals were being made 
on notes, that the company at the time was not 
solvent, and that he bought the stock under 
false representations. The case’ will be con- 
tinued. 


Boston, MAss.—The Alpha Publishing Com- 
pany made an assignment on March 2 to W. 
W. Jenness, 87 Milk Street. This is one of 
those Common Law Assignments, proceedings 
of which are entirely out of court. The as- 
signee will probably wind up the concern, as he 
fears no satisfactory arrangement can be made 
to continue the business. The assets, if prop- 
erly managed, will probably realize $3000 or 
$4000. The liabilities are about $10,000. The 
assets consist in nothing but plates and copy- 
rights in the old stories which the company has 
published and in the good-will of Babyland and 
Little Men and Women. 


CHAPEL HILL, N. C.—The ‘‘ Book Shop” 
has just been started here by B. Wyche, who 
will act as manager. The headquarters of the 
‘‘ Book Shop” will be at Ewbank’s drug-store. 
The latest catalogues and price-lists from pub- 
lishers and stationers will be acceptable. 


CHICAGO, ILL.—A bill has been filed in the 
Superior Court at Chicago in which it isalleged 
that E. A. Weeks & Co., a corporation in the 
publishing business at 521 Wabash Avenue, 
recently made a fraudulent sale of its assets to 
a new concern and left the claims of many 
creditors unpaid.

are personal liabilities. The assets nominally 
equal the liabilities. Mr. Adams formerly had 
a large interest in the Old Corner Wall-Paper 
Company, of Springfield. He indorsed notes 
of the late F. E. Cooper, who was treasurer 
and manager of the company... Mr. Adams 
says his failure is due to a considerable extent 
to the fact that Cooper, at the time of his 
death, had overdrawn his account $50,000. 
The wall-paper company will not be affected 
by Mr. Adams's failure.
